FEW EMERGENCY LAWS 


To be a Public Affairs Affairs Board, 
Which Will Have Charge of 
AH State Purchases. 


Guthrie, Ok . .March 12.—The Sec­ 
ond Oklahoma Legislature will ad­ 
journ sine die at a late hour to­ 
night, after being in session sixty- 
seven days. 
According to the rec­ 
ords of the Secretary of State, sev­ 
enty-five of them originating in the 
senate and thirty-nine in the house. 
A large number of the measures are 
local in their nature, and the em­ 
ergency clause, or the provision that 
is resorted to in giving a law im­

used. A large number of bills will 
be presented to the governor as soon 
as the legislature adjourns and which 
he is allowed fifteen days to con* 
slider. 
•'otal Appropriations. 
It is believed the appropriations

and the public institutions.
